building, Built of so}id cement, or glass 
brick dnd placed adjacent to the foun- 
dation wall, it extends down into the 
earth to a depth of {18 inches. At this 
depth it is extendad-at right angles 
away from the building for 12 inches. 

Rats have not dqdvised a technique 
for outwitting this durtain wall, and a 
building equipped with it is invulnerable 
-—at least from entry by. way. of founda- 
tion. 

The program of Fat. stoppage goes 
hand in ‘hand with that of rat extermi- 
nation. But the rat lis a clever animal 
and mogt commercial poisons have 
failed to make an alppreciable dent in 
the rat population.
